COAL IN ALASKA. 
- 


Will Pay s Larger Proflt to Mine, It 
JM. 


• 
Claimed, Thau Gold. 


Many shrewd people in Alaska are 


beginning to think there would be 
more money just, now in" the coal re- 
sources of the country than in the 
much-talked .about gold mines."" The 
gold mines do not appear to be panning 
out so well lately—-that is, in compari- 
son with the'cost of the whole process 
of getting to the mines and living there 
while getting out the gold. The busi- 
ness seems to - have been somewhat 
overboomed. 'But several experts who 
have lately been prospecting the coal 
resources of the coast region- believe 
coal-getting could be made immediate- 
ly profitable. 
. 


•'On the .east shore of Cook's Inlet 


there is a big vein of coal fully five feet 
thick, entirely, exposed at low tide. 
All that is necessary to get the coal is 
to take a crowbar and pry it out in ,'as, 
big blocks as desired. A recent in- 
vestigation of the deposit 
showed 


that twenty feet below the first vein 
is another vein \six feet "-thick, and 
three other veins were found in the im- 
mediate neighborhood. All the veins 
are horizontal and extend for miles 
along the shore. Considerable quanti- 
ties of this'~coal have been used by the 
steamship Chehalis, which runs be- 
tween Juneau and Cook's Inlet, and the 
chief engineer says it has better steam- 
hig qualities than the British. Colum- 
bian coal, and is in many respects bet- 
ter than any other coal procurable on 
the Pacific coast. It does not clinker 
at alL 


Some Sau Francisco people se.nt a big 


bark, with a scow and a^party of 
miners, to this place, last winter,.and 
the bark was loaded with coal at very 
little cost, and the cargo brought the 
speculators considerable profit. One 
miner has already squatted on six hun- 
dred acres of the property, and others 
are following his example.
